Anthem Website Change 
Effective January 1st, 2015, the City will change healthcare provider networks – moving from Cigna 

to Anthem.  You will receive more information over the coming weeks regarding Anthem’s website 

and user technology.   

 

Anthem Blue Cross & Blue Shield is one of the largest networks in the country, but we again suggest 

you check the website prior to January 1st to make sure your current providers are Anthem 

members.  Instructions for looking up doctors were sent to you last week; however, Anthem has 

since done an upgrade to their website and those instructions have changed – Now it’s even easier 

to find a provider: 

 Go to www.anthem.com and click Find A Doctor on the right side of the home page. 

 Under Search by selecting a plan/network, do one of the following: 

o For Indiana providers, select Indiana and Blue Access (PPO) from the dropdown 

boxes and click Select and Continue. 

o For providers in states other than Indiana, select the applicable state and National 

PPO (BlueCard PPO) from the dropdown boxes and click Select and Continue. 

 Specify the type of provider, specialty, zip code, distance and specific name (optional).   

 Click Search. 

 You then have the option of sending the information to yourself via email or printing a .pdf 

of the results.

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Open Enrollment Starts Soon 
Pay close attention to upcoming emails regarding open enrollment for 2015 insurance elections.  

Enrollment will run from October 15 through November 15, and will be completed through the City’s 

intranet (much the same way as the recent performance evaluations).  Therefore, enrollment must 

be done on a City computer.  As in the past, all full-time employees and retirees will be required to 

go through the enrollment process - even if you do not want coverage.  Retirees will receive paper 

enrollment forms in the mail.   

 

 Health Savings Accounts:  If you are considering switching to the high deductible health 

plan (Plan A) next year, or if you are already in Plan A and have questions about your health 

savings account (HSA), you can attend one of the following meetings to obtain more 

information and/or get your questions answered.  Each meeting will last no more than an 

hour and spouses are welcome to attend:
